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PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 
A New itypootic Devoid of the Disadvan- 
tages of Narcotics and Biromides 

A new cyber tic of late feceiving attention 
in rvedical journals is sulphonal, which is de 
wribed as occurring in the form of large, 
flat. colorless ery stals, devoid of taste and 
smell, Sulplonal is soluble in eighteen to 
twenty parts of boiling water, In tepil 
water the solubility is only about one to one 
hundred. The erystals dissolve more rea lily 
in alcohol and alcohol mixed with ether. A 
cording to Professor Kast, of Freiburg, sul 
phonal is an hypnotic pure and simple, It 
does not compel slep through a paralytic 
effect on the nerve centers nor through a 
profound impression produced upon the vas- 
cular system. From numerous experiments 
on animals and many clinical observations on 
man, the action of this new remedy would 
appear to consist mnerely in the intensification 
of those factors that lead to natural sleep in 
the physiological seuse, or in supplying the 
periodical desire for sleep in those cases 
where it is wanting. It is for this reason, 
probably, that the range of applicability of 
sulphonal is a more limited one than that of 
some other drugs employed as bypn ics 
But sulphonal has none « f tix disadvan’ ayes 
inherent in the deadly ne-cotics, and it is 
much more reliable thar of the bromides, 
This new body does nota sturb digestion, it 
is not ce onstipating, it has :o unplensant after 
effects, it is perfectly harmless, it does not in- 
vite the formation of “a habit.” and, finally, 
it does not appear to lose its efficacy, even 
when employed for a long period. 

That Ache in the Back, 

An Albany physician is quoted, according 
to Scientific American, as declaring that 
Americans suffer more generally from 
Bright's disease and nervous disease than any 
other people, and he says the reason is that 
Americans sit down so persistently at their 
work. He says: “Americans ere the greatest 
sitters Lever knew.
